SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled The War Zone is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

This classification is primarily due to the manner in which the DVD deals with matters 
of sex, in the form of incest. The main feature on the DVD tells the dark and tragic 
story of how a father's sexual abuse of his daughter tears a family apart. 

The DVD contains a feature previously classified in video format by the Classification 
Office. The video recording The War Zone was classified as "Objectionable except if 
the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 
18 years" with the descriptive note "Sexual content may offend" (OFLC No. 9901105). 
The classification decision was registered on 7 July 1999. The feature The War Zone 
was given this classification due to the way in which it deals with matters of sex, 
primarily incest. 

Along with the feature, the DVD contains a number of additional components. These 
are comprised of behind the scenes footage of the making of the feature, a theatrical 
trailer, and biographical information on the director and actors involved in the feature. 
These additional components do not alter the adult nature and disturbing content of the 
film. The previous classification of The War Zone as "Objectionable except if the 
availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 
years" is therefore appropriate, with the same descriptive note. 
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
